Greeks Sweep King Back In; 
British Order Fleet to Aegean 
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Cosmic Rays May Yiel 
1,000-Fold Atom Power 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—(UP)—Army Air Force scien- 
tists said Sunday night that research into cosmic rays that 
bombard the earth from outer space may lead to a source 
of energy 1,000 times more potent than the power used in 


the atom bomb. 


They said their studies may give them imformation on 


how atomic nuclei are put togeth- 
er. Some of the ingredients of a 


cosmic ray can be produced in a 


laboratory. But nothing has been 
devised to give these particles, 
called protons, the terrific speeds 
necessary to form the 
which occur when cosmic rays 
strike the atmosphere. 

Energies a million million times 
as powerful as the rays inside an 
atom bomb are generated by a 


.}cosmic ray, the scientists say. But 


right now they see little possibili- 


‘ity that this power can ever be 
‘harnessed effectively. 


The scientists say only. a tiny 
part of the total energy of the 
uranium atom is being used now. 
If the total could be employed, 
they report, it would be 1,000 
times as great as present atomic 
power. 

The AAF is carrying on exten- 
sive studies of cosmic rays in co- 
operation with savants of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—(P)— 
The draft machinery starts turn- 
ing again Monday, by coincidence, 
on the first anniversary of Japan’s 
surrender, to keep the Army up to 
its authorized strength. 

Induction orders will send to 
Army centers the first of a quota 
of 25,000 men between 19 and 29 
to be supplied in September, aft- 
er a two-month draft “holiday.” 


Because of the Labor Day shut- 
down, however, actual physical 
examinations are not expected un- 
til Tuesday. 

Reports from Local Boards to 
National Selective Service, Head- 
quarters indicate September and 
October calls will ‘be met but that 
new manpower difficulties are in 
prospect for late in the year.

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ARMY CUTBACK 

On the Japanese surrender an- 
niversary, manpower is only one 
of the Army’s headaches.

Reds Silent 
As Molotov 


Comes Home 


MOSCOW, Sept. 1—(4)—Most 
foreign diplomats held the opin- 
ion Sunday that Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov would return to 


the Paris Peace Conference after 
he gives a progress report to Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin and his Govern- 
ment, but there was no Soviet ex- 
pression to bolster that belief. 

No fanfare accompanied the ar- 
rival by plane of the Soviet Min- 
ister and Sunday’s newspapers re- 
ported his arrival on page one in 
identical one-sentence dispatches 
from the Tass News Agency which 
said: The chief of the Soviet dele- 
gates to the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence had arrived Saturday. 

Most of the foreign diplomats 
in the Russian capital believed 
that Molotov would return to 
Paris shortly. One source, point- 
ing to the close watch the Krem- 
lin. keeps on all foreign develop- 
ments, said it was only reasonable 
that after weeks of the Paris Con- 
ference Stalin and other members 
of the Government would want a 
first-hand personal account of the 
Situation from the chief of the 
Soviet delegation. 

The opinions of the diplomats 
was entirely speculative, however, 
since Soviet sources gave no ba- 
sis for drawing any conclusions 
and there was no publication re- 
garding the development other 
than the one-sentence story on 
Molotov’s arrival. 


‘Delegates Mull Effect 


Of Molotov's Journey 

PARIS, Sept. 1—(4)—Delegates 
to the 2l-nation Peace Conference 
speculated Sunday what effect 
Russian Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov’s flight to Moscow would have 
on the lagging conclave that en- 
ters its sixth week Monday. 


There were no sessions at Lux- 
embourg Palace Sunday but Molo- 
tov’s trip was the main topic of 
conversation at informal diplo- 
matic gatherings.

Russians Bare Graves 


Of 208,000 Prisoners 


RIESA, Germany, Sept. 1—(UP)—American and British corre- 
spondents Sunday toured huge secret graveyards in which an esti- 
mated 208,000 corpses, including one American, were uncovered by 
the Red Army near this Saxony village in the Soviet-occupied zone. 


Soviet authorities said the vic- 
tims—practically all Russian pris- 
oners of war—either were thrown 
in graves while still alive or 
Gumped into pits after dying in 
imposed epidemics. 

Four huge, rambling cemeteries, 
covered by mushroom fields, were 
uncovered only two weeks ago by 
Soviet. officials after they found 
e@ list of victims among records of 
he old Nazi horror camp—known 
as Stalag No. 304, 

Correspondents saw skeletons 
piled in layers of four, in pitts 
eight to ten feet deep. 

Only a few of the thousands of 
bodies in view had any flesh left 
left on them. Many had chunks 
of brown mud in their lungs, 
showing they had been buried 
alive. 

Prison records revealed that 
thousands had been subjected to 
contagious disease as a quick 
means of extermination. Many 
others died of starvation, Red 
Army officers e@éscorting corre- 
spondents said. 

They said the 208,000 victims 
represented more than 10 percent 
of the 2,000,000 Russian war pris- 
oners who had passed through the 
camp. 

Who the American was or how 
he came to be in the camp was 
not immediately ascertained. 

The graves were found at Zeit- 
hain, five miles southeast of this 
Elbe River town, where the Amer- 
ican First and Russian Fifth 

uards Armies linked up April 
26. 1945. 

A 12-year-old girl in Zeithain 
who gave the Russians the first 
tip on the location of the graves 
has disappeared, Red Army offi- 
cers said. They also said that 
four Germans in the village whom 
they had wanted to question had 
disappeared. 

The Mayor of Zeithain has been 
@rrested for allegedly knowingly 
allocating land around the graves 
for cultivation to persons expelled 
from the Sudetenland and Silesia. 

Three hundred and four Nazis 
Gre exhuming the bodies under the 
watchful eves of Russian soldiers. 
The records showed that syste- 
matic killings began in 1941 and 
continued until May, 1945.

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Labor Day, 1946 


Today -is, as has begn the first Monday 
in every September for the past 63 years, 
set aside as a holiday to honor American 
Labor. 


In 1946, as perhaps never before in its 
history, Labor has reason to take pride in 
its accomplishments. 


The terrible war, to which the contribu- 
tion of American Labor can never be fully 
reckoned or repaid, has been over since 
before last Labor Day. The past twelve 
months have seen the much-feared and 
heralded reconversion, have seen Ameri- 
can industry turn from production of the 
weapons of war to the goods of peace. 
They have seen thousands of Labor’s sons 


return frém the conflict to take up their 


places on the nation’s assembly lines. 
They have seen production reach all-time 
highs in many fields and they have lent 
substance to the promise of an unprece- 
dented production in all. They have seen 
American Labor win. and with fewer work 
stoppages than most realize, wage stand- 
ards and working conditions such as work- 
ing men nowhere at any time have 
enjoyed before. 


Labor, in short, can count the year just 
past a victory in every sense of. the word. 


And Labor, looking to the future, has 
only itself to fear. 


Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach ex- 
pressed it well when he said: “Like every 
gain that Labor has won, this newly ac- 
quired right to speak for so many millions 
has not gone unchallenged. More and 
more, as collective bargaining and union 
azreements determine the relationship be- 
tween labor and management, critics are 
demanding that this right be curtailed. 
These critics say that organized labor’s 
motives are selfish, that its aims are not 
directed toward the common good. If I 
believed that charge I would not be Secre- 
tary of Labor. But it is you, the members 
and leaders of organized labor, who must 
meet this challenge by maintaining a sense 
of responsibility to the needs and welfare 
of the country. Let your answer come 
from union halls and from the bargaining 
table. Let it come from the mills and 
mines and factories where another great 
task of production and readjustment re- 
mains to be achieved during the year 
ahead.” 


But there are encouraging indications 
that Labor is heeding the warning voices 
of friends like Lewis Schwellenbach. 
More and more thinking Labor leaders are 
reminding their followers that Labor must 
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live up to its responsibilities if it is to 
continue to enjoy its hard-won privileges. 


This philosophy js exemplied in a front- 
page editorial of the local Journal of Labor, 
which says, in part: 


If the position of labor is to improve steadily 
and on a sound basis it is vital that certain safe- 
guards be kept in mind. If the movement is to 
prosper and become a»recognized part of every 
avenue of American life it must recognize cer- 
tain principles. Among these are the rule “Live 
and Let Live.” As organized workers we want 
to survive, but we must remember that survival 
is meaningless unless others survive, too. We 
want to live but not alone. Our chances of 
survival, our hopes of living, depend on our 
willingness to let live. We can make the system 
of private enterprise an empty phrase and our- 
selves with it. We can destroy capital but in 
so doing wipe out the very thing we are trying 
to create. We can discredit government but run 
the risk of losing our dearest gains. We must 
fulfill those sacred principles upon which the 
American Union Movement is founded; not. de- 
stroy the cornerstone on which rests the whole 
edifice. 


We cannot win the confidence of manage- 
ment nor the unstinted confidence of the public 
until we are able to present a front that indi- 
cates peace within our own ranks. Collective 


bargaining between management and labor will . 


not be successful until labor can bargain suc- 
cessfully with itself. Until unions can sit down 
at the conference table and thresh out their dif- 
ferences and disputes they cannot expect whole- 
hearted acceptance of the principle itself. More- 
over, it is essential that the union movement be 


conscious of its necessity of demonstrating that - 


unionism is sound as an American institution 
and is an asset -to economic stability and prog- 
ress. To be sure, there has been open sabotage 
and unions have been handicapped in many 
respects, but these do not minimize the evil of 
actual instances here and there where irrespon- 
sible organizations have given cause for suspicion 
that personal, selfish ends characterized actions. 


We must not, as workers, be too much swayed 
by the prospects of legislative victories. There 
is much to be won at the ballot box and as good 
citizens we should do our duty in every solemn 
referendum. But let us remember the burning 
words of truth first enunciated by Samuel 
Gompers and reiterated by Jerome Jones: the 
union movement is, first of all, an economic 
movement and only in extremities a political 
movement. Our cause is sound because it recog- 
nizes the worker as a person, a human being, 
and its progress is measured in terms of its 


success in collaborating with industry in work- 


ing out the problems and achieving its ends on 
a basis of mutual advantage. 


Unionism must not repeat the mistakes of in- 
dustry. Private business groans today under a 
multitude of governmental restrictions and regu- 
lations which constitute, it claims, a serious 
threat to the guarantee of private property and 
individual initiative. But a casual review of 
industrial history would reveal the long train 
of abuses by which certain selfish men waged 
bitter war against other men in business, espe- 
cially small businessmen, used the strong arm 
of the government to enslave labor and flouted 
public opinion on every hand. Labor clothed 
with power must not commit the same errors 
lest a similar fate befall it. Charitable and pa- 
tient, the people will endure evils for a long time. 
But when these through prolonged repetition and 
increasing aggravation become intolerable the 
people will rise up and smite their oppressors, 
be they who they may. 


And so, this Labor Day, enjoying un- 
precedented prosperity and unequaled con- 
ditions of employment, American Labor, 
cognizant of its responsibilities to the na- 
tion at larze, looks forward confident of 
even greater mutual benefits.

First Labor Day 
Parade Was in 1882. 


According to my encyclopedia, the first ob- 

servance of Labor Day on the first Monday in 

| September was in 1882, when an organization 

called the Knights of Labor held a parade on that day. They skipped 

the following year, but held another in 1884, and in that year 
passed a resolution to hold all such parades on that day. 

Labor organizations generally then began agitation to have 
the day made a legal holiday, and, at first, it was so designated by 
State Legislatures. Colorado was the first State to make it legal, 
then New York, New Jersey and Massachusetts. 

That is the brief history of the origin of the day in the United 
States. 

In Europe, Labor celebrates on May First. This began in 1890, 
when there was a demonstration in favor of an eight-hour work 
day. May First, for some years, was a day of violence in many 
European countries and jt was anticipated with dread each year. 
Many governments opposed it, violently, and clashes resulting in 
fatalities and injuries, used to take place between police and sol- 
diers on ‘the one side and workingmen on the other. However, 
those days are about over, even in Europe, and the day generally 
passes without any special trouble. 

In England, for many years, May First has been a pleasant, 
peaceful holiday marked by parades featuring heavy draugh 
horses, groomed and decorated and competing for prizes on these 


points. 

; The eight-hour day is taken for granted, now- 
Eight-Hour Day adavel” i almost all occupations in this 
country. Even in my time, though, I can recall when it was con- 
sidered pretty revolutionary. 

One Labor Day, not so long after I first came to Atlanta—which 
was in 1912—I stood at a window in an office of what is now 
the First National Bank Building. By my side was a prominent 
Atlanta businessman, top exg¢gcutive of a great insurance organiza- 
tion. We watched the Labor Day parade as it marched toward us 
down Peachtree Street and passed across Five Points. 

Woodrow Wilson was President of the United States, and, not 
long before, some of the organized railroad brotherhoods had 
threatened a strike, demanding the eight-hour day. They had 
won their point and that victory was the top thought in all our 
minds at the time. 

This big ‘businessman spoke of it to me as the railroad men’s 
section of the parade swung by. 

“T was glad.to see them get the eight-hour day,” he said. “No 
man should have to labor more than eight hours a day in order 
to secure a decent living for himself ang his dependents. Mark 
my word, though, that victory by organized labor means the 
beginning of a new era in this country. An era when labor, 
organized, will just about run things as it pleases.”’ 

I said something, just an innocuous remark to encourage him 
to go on. I was interested in his ideas. 

“Tabor won its point,” he said, “because this group was organized 
nationally. By quitting work, it could hamstring the country 
through its transportation negessities. Don’t doubt that labor 
leaders in all lines of work have learned that lesson. The lesson 
of power. It is in their hands, whenever they want to use it. 
And, provided they don’t go too far, that suits me. If they be- 
come the dominant factor in American life, it won't be a bad 
thing. They are, taken by and large, good, sensible Americans. 

“Sure, they'll fix things so they’l! wet a bigger share of the 
national wealth—a wealth they largely create. But that will be 
good for all of us. The more prosperous they are, the better off 


the country will be. I’m for ’em.” 

I've often thought of his words since then. 
The Pendulum They have, to such a large degree, proven 
prophetic. And I think, on the whole, he would be pleased if he 
were alive today. ; 

True, organized labor has undoubtedly used. its power ruth- 
lessly in some cases. All of us, I believe, were outraged by some 
of the strikes or threats of strikes in war industry while the nation 
was fighting for its life. 

But, on the whole, organized labor has been conservative in 
this country.

Operation Dixie Going Slowly 


WASHINGTON—Operation Dixie, the CIO drive to organize 
1,000,000 workers in the Southern States, is no prairie fire. That 
conclusion js inescapable after talks with numerous CIO organizers, 
and with observant Southerners of various shades of political 
opinion. “It’s not going to be as easy as some of the boys thought,” 
remarked one organizer. “It's going to be a long hard pull.” An- 
other CIO leader, asked whether he thought that the stated objec- 
tive of 1,000,000 new CIO members would eventually be achieved, 
replied cautiously that the CIO would eventually represent 1,000,- 
000 workers in the South, which is of course something else again. 

There are sectors where organization is proceeding really rapidly, 
but on the whole the pace is slow. In a number of States the poten- 
tial of unorganized workers is estimated as high as 75,000 or 100,000. 
Yet in most of these States the number of workers actually organized 
since the drive began and holding shiny new CIO cards is well 
down in four figures. At the beginning of the drive, there was 
optimistic talk of success within ten months. Forecasts are now 


lengthening out to two years and more. 

: . All this does not mean that Operation Dixie is 
Not Failure a failure, destined to peter out ingloriously. 
Many CIO men believe that if the work of organizing is going 
slowly, its effect will also be more solid and lasting for that reason. 
But it is evident that, the wistful hopes of some Northern en- 
thusiasts to the contrary, the drive is not going to change the whole 
political complexion of the South overnight. . 

Nor was it intended to. Top leaders of the drive (as distin- 
guished from already established Southern CIO leaders, who are 
often up to their eyeballs in politics) look carefully blank at any 
mention of politics, failing even to react noticeably to the name of 
Eugene Talmadge, who in his time has shoved union organizers into 
the Georgia equivalent of concentration camps. “In 1936.” re- 
marked one organizer nostalgically to this reporter, “we were build- 
ing a new heaven and a new earth. Now we're just doing a tough 
routine job of organizing.” It has been made abundantly clear 
that Communists need not apply, and the drive is proceeding on a 
strictly businesslike basis. 

Perhaps partly for this reason, there has been remarkably little 
bitterness on either side. Virtually none of the anticipated head- 
cracking has come-.to pass. This does not mean that all is sweet- 
ness and light between employers and the unions. Union men 
mutter that such sheets as Sherman Patterson’s “Militant Truth” 
and Jack Johnson’s “The Trumpet,” which seek to persuade workers 
that the Bible is against unions, are not financed exclusively by 


Messrs. Patterson and Johnson. 

Bad Tactics There is also talk of unscrupulous tactics in smal! 
company-controlled towns. But neither side 

seems able to work itself into a really sincere lather about the oppo- 

sition. There is none of that deep bitterness which led to the open 

warfare of the 30’s. Union men complain that the big chains. like 


the Cannon textile chain (probably the most important single objec-. 


tive of the drive, and a tough nut so far uncracked) are keeping 
one jump ahead by boosting wages. However much it May annoy 
the organizers, this is surely, not a wholly unhealthy reaction 

Though the pace of the drive may be slow, it seems certain that 
sooner or later a good proportion of the Soutgern industrial work- 
ers Will be organized under the CIlO banner, which is sure to have 
political significance. The CIO already had more than 300,000 
men organized in the South before the drive began. The political 
effects of this strength may give a clue as to what may be expected 
of the greater strength the CIO anticipates in time. 

Some conservative Southerners assert that CIO support for a 
candidate antagonizes as many votes as it attracts. They contend 
that the total result is about like that so vividly described in the 
pastoral couplet,

More About

NEW YORK—lI have assembled 
all the objections of the New 
York State Republican organiza- 
tion, or machine, or gang, as lI 
would call it if I were writing 
about the perfidious Democrats,

The State Federation of Labor, 
which is the State organization of 
the AFL, is in no moral position 
to condemn any candidate as an 
enemy of labor on any grounds. 
The record of rotten unionism is 
so scandalous and the complacen- 
cy of the boss unioneers is so no- 
torious, as Gov. Tom Dewey cer- 
tainly knows from long experi- 
ence as a prosecutor and as Gov- 
ernor, that a smear from this 
quarter should be regarded as a 
badge of honor, and an indorse- 
ment as a.frame-up.

It is scat that newspapers, 
public officials, and private citi- : 
zens in this co+ntry so frequently | 
indulge in the dangerous opinion | 
that a war with Russia is imml- 
nent. Highly placed military per- 
sons discuss such a prospect open- 
ly. Certain of the press harps on 
the theme. It is almost as if such 
a conflict were regarded as in- 
evitable, like an act of God, an 
earthquake or a stroke of light- 
ning. Some people seem to cher- 
ish the idea that-there will be such 
a war, and the sooner the better. 

War is not an act of God. War 
with Russia is not inevitable. War 
is the result of stupid statesman- 
ship 

“4 the World War just ended, 
Russia and the United States 
fought together as allies, both by 
choice and ~f necessity. 


IF, IN THE FUTURE, we should 
find ourselves pitted against Rus- 
sia in a death struggle it would not 
be of necessity, but of choice. In 
fact we may provoke Russia to 
commit an act that may lead to 
war. Or Russia may provoke us. 
The-situation calls for mutual for- 
bearance and respect as well as 
mutual determination to have 
peace. 

During the war years, we sent 
almost one-third of our Lend-Lease 
supplies to Russia in support of 
her effort against a common en- 
emy. Our enthusiasm for the 


courage and determination of the 


Russian people knew no bounds. 
We were disposed to overlook the 
aspects of Russian life that were 
alien to us, and to ignore differ- 
ences in ideologies because of the 
war. Is it impossible to take them 
for granted now in pursuit of 
peace? 

Apparently so, so far as some 
people are concerned. In America 
there now appears to be no middle 
ground. One school considers Rus- 
sia an international menace, and 
the other regards her as a political 
and economic Utopia. 


WHY MUST ONE be either a 
most extreme and vocal critic of 
Russia, or an admiring and en- 
thusiastic protagonist? 

I submit that the sawhorse sup- 
porting the see-saw of Russian- 
American relations cannot be set 
successfully at either of these ex- 
tremes. It must be at a point that 
will assure a reasonable balance. 

Russia’s views on the control .of 
atomic bombs are childish. The 
attempt in the 20’s to outlaw war 
proved futile, and the same policy 
—the outlawing of atomic bombs 
—would not work now. The policy 
that Russia proposes simply could 
not be policed. Russia is too realis- 
tic not to know this. The Ameri- 
can proposal will work. 

The position of Russia cannot be 
defended as regards the free ex- 
change of news and information 
between her country and others. 


MUCH CRITICISM has been 
heard of the Russian exercise of 
the veto in the United Nations. 
But we must remember that this 
nation was equally firm about re- 
serving the veto power when the 
United Nations was being founded 
in San Francisco, because the 
American representatives felt that 
the United States Senate would 
not accept membership without 
reservation of the veto. And we 
have used it, as witness our veto 
on the proposal to withdraw recog: 
nition of Franco in Spain. The 
United States has vetoed only ac- 
tions, however, while Russia has 
elected to veto discussions. 

Hvpercritical Americans cry con- 
stantly against Russian influences 
in her border nations, forgetting 
that we likewise are agitating for 
military bases in Iceland and the 
Azores while maintaining troops in 
China, Germany, the Philippines 
and Italy. 


THE DISPOSITION of Russia 
and the United States to view all 
international questions from a na 
tionalistic aspect, and to pledge 
support to the United Nations with 
the right hand, while grasping 
with the left for strategic military 
areas, 1s a ghastly farce. It can 
produce naught but mutual mis- 
trust and misgiving, and ultimate- 
ly the “inevitable war.”

The raise goes to all vets 
who are getting service-connected 
disability pensions, to all vets who 
are getting pensions for non- 
service-connected total and perma- | 
nent disabilities, and to the 400,- 


'000 widows and other dependents 


Just that part of it going to vets. 


with service-connected disabilities 
already has 
than $600,000,000. 

Now the new pension raise is in 
effect—the 20 percent boost. 
Where a veteran got, say, $46 a 
month before, 
now is worth $55.20. Sounds nice 
to disabled vets, doesn’t it? The 
cost of living certainly has gone 
up more than 20 percent since the 
last increase in pension rates. 

But it makes me wonder a little 
about the future. When Gen. Brad- 
ley testified on the new pension 
bill before a House committee, he 
noted that if Congress saw fit to 
raise pensions noW, when the cost 
of living is admittedly sky-high, 


perhaps ft also would see fit to. 


lower pensions when the cost of 
living descends. 

I got the impression that Gen. 
Bradley was against that theory— 
the theory that pensions should 
rise and fall with the cost of liv- 
ing. 


The reason he’s against it, I be- 


lieve, is because when the pendu- 
lum swings the other way it may 
swing back a lot farther. I mean 
that pension rates may be slashed 
even more than 20 percent be- 
cause, when the Government’ de- 
cides to start cutting expenses, 
pensions form one line of little 


‘resistance. 


Perhaps that reasoning is all 
wet, but ex-servicemen of World 
| War I can tell you about the Econ- 
‘omy Act of 1933. Then you'll see 
what Im driving at. 


At any rate, pensions have been | 


| 


amounted to more. 


his monthly check | 


of deceased veterans now getting 
pensions, and to others who will 
get them in the future. 

The new law does other things, 
too. Up to now ex-service people 
who had no dependents and were 
hospitalized in VA hospitals had 
their service-connected disability 
pensions cut to $20 a month while 
they 
have been kicks about this. Also, 
vets with total, permanent non- 


'service-connected disabilities have 


had their pensions cut to $8 a 
month while hospitalized. 

The new law wipes out both 
these pension decreases. From now 
on, any hospitalized veteran will 
get his full pension while hospital- 
ized. 

But, there’s a catch, and I'll let 
you judge whether it’s good or not. 


'The new law says a hospitalized 
veteran, whether he’s getting a 


service-connected or non-service- 
connected disability pension, will 
get his full pension for the first 
six months of his hospitalization. 


The part of the pension he'! 


doesn’t get, the part withheld, will 
be sort of kept in trust for him, 


and he’ll get it all after he’s dis- 


charged from the hospital. Next 
column I'll give an example of 
how this should work.
